They have climbed the 
Kiffelberg and the Gorner Grut, and 
have watched the snow-storm from the 
Riffehaus when there was nothing 
better todo. We are very glad to get 
them back after the three days absence 
and to get a little reflected glory from 
the Matterhorn, which I have always 
wanted to see.

Our stay at Montreux is nearly over.

Now we are in Interlaken. It was 
hard to break away.

It was a very roundabout journey to 
Interlaken, and we were all glad to 
rest. We do not find Hotel Eden quite 
up to its name, but it is very neat 
and well situated. The little boys are 
greatly disappointed that there is no 
lake here, and Sydney cried about it so 
much that when we were alone before 
dinner I told him he might fret all he 
pleased for a few minutes, to mé, and 
then he must not say a word agaiust the 
place again. Then he broke out “J 
hate this place, I hate this place”? a 
dozen times. His little heart was sore, 
with the leaving of Montreux. When 
he said his prayers at night he asked 
God to help him to be good, and not to 
fret because I don’t like this place. 

Sept: 1. A_ gloomy,. drizzly day. 
Jungfrau is shrouded in clouds. There 
is no garden for the children to play in 
and no lake or boats to watch, so the 
children have studied a little, fretted a 
little, and played a little. They have 
found a little boy in the hotel, which is 
some comfort to them, but as it is too 
wet to be out of doors, it has given me 
another small boy to care for in my 
room. We are all alittle homesick and 
wondering why we came here. 

Sept. 2. We have had occasional 
glimpses of the Jungfrau to-day, and 
she lo »ks very fair and beautiful in her 
pure white dress, We only plan to 
stay here a week, and can only take 
two or three of the many beautiful ex- 
cursions from Interlaken. This morn- 
ing we strolled about the town, and 
this afternoon we took the steamer 
across Lake Thun, and then walked 
back, seven miles, along the border of 
the Lake. Harold and I were the only 


ones who found the walk too long. 
Sydney proves a better traveller, and 
bears the discomforts better than the 
older ones. I wish you could see the 
mountains from St. Beatenburg.

FLORENTINE EMBROIDERY. 


An Easy, Graceful and Effective Style. 
Color Schemes Suggested, 

The Florentine, as described in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal, is not only an 
easy and graceful style as applied to 
embroidery, but its manner of treat- 
nient is so simple as to enable the most 
primitive worker to carry out the de- 
signs in an effective manner. Among a 
number of designs illustrated by the 
authority here quoted was a square cen- 
terpiece, with rounded corners. A good 
size for general use, we are told, is 
about 68 inches square, but smaller ones 
may be worked with equally good re- 
sults. If 18 inches square be the size 
desired, the fringe should be about 114 
inches long. 

A line of buttonholing may be worked 
around the edge, and in from it another 
line, having a space of 2 inches in the 
clear that will be occupied by the run-

ning design. At the corners an indicated 
circle 434 inches in the clear should be 
filled with the main circular scrolls and 
leaf work. The inner edges of these 
scrolls are indicated by the inside line 
of buttonholing. In laying out this de- 
sign the full size of the pattern care 
should be taken to get all the lines ac- 
curate so that the corners may corre- 
spond. 

A number of color schemes may be 
worked ont.satiefactorily in a design of 
this nature, but a pleasing result sug- 
gested will be obtained if the button- 
holing is done in white, the stems of 
the vine in a rich green, and the leaf 
work in a lighter green. It will be well 
to work the vine solid unless it should 
be too heavy, and the leaf work in out- 
line. The scolid treatment in working 
the leaves is, however, very satisfactory. 
To lend a slight contrast to the mass of 
green it would be well to work the 
flower and pearls at each corner in a 
shade or two of pink, also the little 
cross bar connecting the ends of scrolls 
at the sides of the piece. If a decided 
line is preferred around the edge of the 
centerpiece the buttonholing may be 
done in a shade of pink or light green, 
the inner line being treated in a similar 
manner. 


Baked Ham Better Than Boiled. 

It is frequently asked why some hams 
taste so much better than others. This 
would not be the case if they were 
baked, and not boiled until all the 
sweetness was extracted, which is gen- 
erally done in the majority of cases 
where they are found tasteless and dis- 
colored. Of course a great deal depends 
upon the quality of the ham, and none 
but the best sugar cured should be se- 
lected. Here is a good rule for their 
treatment : 

Make a stiff paste of flour and water, 
with which completely cover the ham. 
Then place it in a bake pan- containing 
a little water, with which it must be 
Occasionally basted, It will require 
about four or five hours to bake a ham 
of medium size in s moderate oven. 
The cook must of course use her judg- 
ment by testing it occasionally with a 
fork. At the expiration. of that time re- 
move the ham, and the entire top can 
be peeled off like a sheet of leather, 
leaving only the fat exposed, which 
must be well covered with bread crumbs. 
Return to the oven long enough to 
brown; then set aside until cold before 
using, as it is twice as easy to cut in 
tempting thin slices, besides lasting as 
long again. Bear in mind one thing— 
never cut ham against the grain. Al- 
ways begin in the center, and you will 
do well, says a Good Housekeeping cor- 
respondent. 


Belts and Sashes. 

Belts and sashes are all important 
features of costumes. Closely folded 
belts as deep as acorselet are very grace- 
ful and must fit the wearer like a glove. 
According to the New York Sun, when 
made of silk or satin such a belt can be 
worn with any gown—mohair, silk or 
lawn. Loosely draped sashes are charm- 
ing with muslin gowns on very slight 
figures or youthful wearers, and are 
now almost a necessity for a complete 
toilet. If only the belt or sash, collar 
and bows to correspond, are well chosen 
and made up with taste and elegance, 
the plainest dress can be converted into 
@ toilet fit fur any occasion.

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REED IS POPULAR. _ 


Enthusiastic Recept'on Arccorded Aim 
at Mus.c Hall, Ho.ton 


Boston, Oct. 8.—Speaker Thomas B. 
Reed, the big and brainy statesman, Re- 
publican leader and congressman from 
Maine, was accorded a reception at 
Music hail last night that will go on 
record as the greatest ever accorded 4a 
public man in Massachusetts. The pur- 
pose of the Music hall meeting was nom: 
inally to ratify the national and state 
tickets, but in reality it resulted in a 
tribute of affection for, and a unanimous 
expression of confidence and approval of 
the speaker of the national house or 
representatives. 

No man in party leadership in this 
state has more of a hold upon an audi- 
ence than Senator Lodge, but while his 
reception was an ovation, enthusiasti- 
cally enthusiastic, it was mild in com- 
parison with the great welcome accordeé. 
the Maine statesman. 

Twice during the progress of the great 
meeting in Music hall the. audience, 
which crowded every available space, 
rose en masse and cheered, applauded, 
shouted and yelled, waved flags and in 
many ways demonstrated that they 
knew Tom Reed. 

The audience repeatedly broke forth 
in patriotic demonstrations. Every man, 
woman and child in the audience had 
an American flag, and they waved the 
national emblem on every occasion, 
making a moving sea of red, white and 
blue. Then there was patriotic music 
—“The Star Spangled Banner,” ‘“Co- 
lumbia, the Gem of the Ocean,” ‘‘March- 
ing Through Georgia,’’ Yankee Doodle,” 
“Rally Reund the Fag, Boys,” and 
“America,” in which the audience joined 
in singing with a will. 

The speeches by Messrs. Lovering, 
Lodge and Wolcott covered the break in 
the state Democracy and the dual con- 
ventions, and also touched upon nationa! 
affairs. 

When Mr. Reed was introduced by 
Chairman Lovering, every man anu 
woman in the audience were on their 
feet instantly. This reception exceeded 
the first in point of noise, and even in en- 
thusiasm. The band played “Hail to the 
Chief,” but its efforts were lost in the 
roar from thousands of throats. Dur- 
ing it all the speaker stood at the side 
of the desk, with his hands behind his 
back, looking the people squarely in tha 
eye, and smiled his pleasure at the thun- 
derous welcome. 

The Maine statesman said: Fellow 
citizens—" but the people had not go? 
ready to listen to him, and continued 
their cheering. When they did cease he 
began by saying he was glad to witness 
such a remarkable demonstration for the 
cause he represented. 

Instantly there came from all over the 
hall: “You are wrong.” “It’s all for 
you.” ‘“‘We mean you.” Then the vast 
crowd took to cheering again. When 
quiet was restored once more he said 
with much feeling: “If that is your de- 
sire, then I accept it us a persona. 
tribute, and no cause, however great, 
can take it away from me. I shall 
cherish it all my life, and wear it near 
my heart as a token of the friendship of 
the people of this great commonwealth.’ 

Mr. Reed was at his best in his delivery 
last night, and his speech was confined 
solely to the money question. He inci- 
dentally referred to the tariff, and ex- 
pressed his confidence in the triumph of 
the Republican party and its candidates. 


Check Swindier In the Tolls. 

Boston, Oct. 7.—J. George M. Thomas 
of this city was arrested here yesterday 
charged with being a professional bogus 
check operator. The man resisted, and 
it took the combined efforts of four oi 
Boston's inspectors to eftect the arrest. 
He has been wanted since last August, 
for issuing and circulating forged checka 
drawn in the name of the Bacon Trust 
company. Later the prisoner confessed 
that he has forged checks bearing the 
signatures of several business men o} 
Maine. 


A Protest Forthcoming. 
Gloucester, Mass., Oct. 6.—John F. 
Wonson & Co. of this city were notified 
yesterday by United States Consul Carle- 
ton, at Souris, P. E. 1., of the action of the 


Canadian authorities in shutting out 


Gloucester fishermen from the North- 
umberland strait. Great indignation ia 
expressed, and the board of trade hag 
been called upon to ask the government 
to inquire irto the case. Valuable fish- 
eries on the George’s banks lie in the 
prohibited waters, and their exclusior 
means a heavy loss to Gloucester men. 


Bald and Cooper Tie 1.

No trace ef the occupants could 
be found,

Washington, Oct. 8.—The comptroller 
of the currency has received information 
of the failure of the First National bank 
of Ithica, Mich. This bank had a cap- 
ital of $50,000, and was under the same 
management as the First National of 
Mt. Pleasant, Mich., which failed a few 
days ago.
